The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 36O-362 Nelson Street, S, W., Atlanta, Georgia, 
is a nonmembership organization, v/hich was born out of the sit-in 
movement that erupted across the South beginning in i960. 

Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
tlie revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary program. 

According to SNCC, the year I967 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liberation of black people in 
the United States and the year that revolutionaries throughout 
the v;orld began to understa; 1 d more fully the impact of the black 
movement. SNCC declared that "liberation will come only when 
there is final destruction of this mad octopus--the capitalistic 
system, of the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles' 
of exploitation and racism that choke the people of Africa, Asia, 
and Latin America. The realities of black life, together with 
the recognition instilled in SNCC workers forced its members to 
■further popularize the legitimacv of self-defense and rebellions' 
when oppression became too great". 

From May, I966, until May, I96.7, STO.K.ELY CARllTCHAEL 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, I968, CARMICHAEL 
resided in l^ashington, D.C. , where he was affilj.ated with SNCC 
^d active as temporary chairman of a black coalition group. 
In'iriy, 1967, CARMICHAEL was' 'replaced by HUBERT CEROID BROUN, 
commonly known as H. Rap Brow, who served until June, I968. 

In June, 1908, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
restructure the organization by equalization of responsibility 
by creating ten depusy or vice chairmanships. The primary 
purpose for this change is to take law enforcement pressure off 
any single individual.

According to its official nev/spaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) v;as started during December, 19^6, in Oakland, Calif- 
ornia, to organize black people so tlicy can take control of the 
life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It \vas 
organized by BOBBY SEALE, BPP Chaim-, an, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 

BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther", vdiich 
further describes itself as the "Black Community Nev/s Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns ajid guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" v;ho should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE M/iSON MURRIY, which 
ends with the follov;ing: 

"Blaci; men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth Keeping 
is’a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everyv.'here , Dynamite! 
Black Pov;er. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere". 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5^ 1968, 'edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement 
"...vje v/ill not dissent from American Government. We v;ill overthrow 
it" . 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's Republic 
of China and feature liAO's statement that "political power grows 
out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 3106 
Shattuck* Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been established 
at various loca-tions throughout the United States.

political and economic action to obtain their goals. LA-SNCC is 
an arm of the National Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee

The above source advised that at a. meeting of Lfi-SKCC 
leaders on March 22, I908, the group indi.cated it was necessarv 
•for all SNCC personnel to be armed in order t.o shoot "pjg cops' 


when they are stopped in South Los Angeles. 


A source, in H?,y, I988, indicated that lA-SNCC leadership 
has encouraged all associates of LA--SKGG to obtain airms and to be 
armed at all tinges. 

On April 9? 1968, four lA-SNCC officers v.’ere firrosted 
by the Los Angeles Police Department at L^i-SNCC headquarters in 
possession of tv/o fully 3.oaded .30 caliber M-1 carbines and one 
.12 gauge shotgun, pump action, with four rounds oX' 00 gauge 
buckshot. On May 4, I968, five LA-SNCC officers were, arrested 
by the Los Angeles Police Department for possession of loaded 
f i.rearms ,

NATION OP ISLAM 


A so'urcc* adviscid on May 3, 19*58, that tlio Nation of 
Islam (NOI) is an all-Ne(jro organizatioji originating in Detroit, 
Michigan, in the early 1930's. ELIJAH MUHAMIiAD is the leade:r of 
the NOI and self-styled "Messenger of Allah" in that he claims 
ALLAH (God) selected him to lead the so-called Negro out of 
slavery in the v;ilderness of North America by establ j.shing an 
independent black nation v/ithin the United States. Headquarters 
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MUiiAMMAD teaches tfiere is no suqh thing as a Negro j that 
the so-called Negroes are si.aves of the v;hite race, referred to 
as "devils", in the United States; and that the white race because 
of its exploitation of the so-called Negro vvill be destroyed by 
ALIAH in an approaching "V/ar of Armageddon", a v;ar betweeii God 
and the devil. 


Officials and. members of the NOI, including Muhammad, 
have refused to comp.ly with provisions of the Selective Service 
Act, stating tiiat they respect lav;s of tl\e United States as long 
as they do not conflict v;ith the laws of the NOI, but do not 
believe the government should force them to participate in wars 
from v/hich tiiey have nothing to gain. 


In the late 1930’ s, MUHAMMAD, acting on legal advice, 
tempered KOI teachings against the v;hite man and the government 
to avoid possiL)le prosecxit i on; however, basic tenets remain the 
same. He de-eraphasised religious teachings .i.n the NOI and 
emphasised econouiic berjeflts derived by so-called Negroes v;ho 
join the NOI. MUiiAdlfHAD believed this v/ould create more interest 
in his programs and, of course, nev/ followers.

In June, 3.968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in At.lanta, Georgia, it vjas decided to 
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by creo.ting ten deputy or vice chairmanships. Tiie primary 
pwrpose for this change is to take law enforcement pressure off 
any single indi.vidual.

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does not have an office due to their inability to pay 
rent.

The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 36O-362 Nelson Street, S. W,, Atlanta, Georgia, 
is a nonmemhership organisation, which was horn out of the sitrin 
movement that erupted across the South beginning in 1960.' 

Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary program. 

According to SNCC, the year 19^7 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liberation of black people in 
the United States and the year that revolutionaries throughout 
the world began to understand more fully the impact of the black 
movement. SNCC declared that "liberation will come only when 
there is final destruction of this mad octopus--the capitalistic 
system of the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles 
of exploitation and I'acism that choke the people of Africa, Asia, 
and Latin America. The realities of black life, together with 
the recognition instilled in SNCC workers forced its members to 
further popularize the legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions 
when oppression became too great" . 

From May, I966, until May, 19^7, STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, I968, CARMICHAEL 
resided in Washington, D.C., where he was affiliated with SNCC 
and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition group. 

In May, I967, CARMICHAEL was replaced by liUBERT GEROID BROWN, 
commonly known as H. Rap Brown, who served until June, 1968. 

In June, I968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
restructure the organization by equalization of responsibility 
by creating ten deputy or vice chairmanships . The primary 
purpose for this change is to take law enforcement pressure off 
any single individual. 
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
